“oa fincerely defirous, and fhould be 
lad to fee it, that the King of France and 
is greatnefs, wasia the Power of the Con- 

federates, and at their difpofe; ——— and 
tho’ Iam of the opinion they would ftill 
leave him King of France, and thatif they 
did not, they could never agree about the 
PARTITION, asJ have already Noted, 
yet I readily agree with Mr. Obfervator in 


one thing; That bare reftoring of Ravifh’d 


Dominions is not a full Satisfaction ; the Da- 


mages, Havock,and Spoil made in thofeCoun- 
tries, which remain to be accounted for. 

And without doubt, fuch Compenfation 
for the faid exceffes as. can be made, or a8 
the Confederates may think reafonable, is 
juft to demand 5 butto whom fhall thefe $a- 
tisfa€tions be made ? To the dead no Sa- 
tisfa€tion can be given, for Life admits of 
no Equivalent, all the Blood fhed by the 
French Tyrranny, muft be accounted for to 
Divine Juftice 5 Perfonai Reftitution for 
the Ravages, and Devaftations in the ree 
fpe&ive Countries can never be made, nor 
is the Fee Sine of all France able to make 
Reparation of Damages to Kingdoms, Pro- 
vinces, Towns, and Families, ruin’d, and 
Injur’d by the voracious and barbarous 
Hands of the French. 

Where then fhall this Satisfa€tion be ob- 
tain'd ? And to whom made? Should a 
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their Ancient Liberties and Priviledges ; all 


the Confederates bring in a Lift of Dama-. 
the Apprehenfions of their future Bncroach- — 


ges, and the Intereft upon them ; were all 
the Lands, Tenements, Goods, and Chat- 
tlesof the King of France, and all his Peo- 
ple, to be fold at the higheft Purchafe, they 
would not make it good. 

To Depofe the King, would be no manner 
of Satisfattion, for another Tyrant might 
Succeed ; to Dethrone the Government it 
felf, and divide his Country, would be 


fome National fatisfa&tion, but no Perfonal. 


Reparation of Injuries 5 as to Depofing a 
Tyrant, Jam free of giving my Opinion of 
that, 1 would have all Tyrants Depos'd ; but 
then you go upon another Foot, and you 
muftreftore the French Nation to their for- 
mer Liberty, and leave them to Limit both 
their Crown and its Succeffion, and Ereét 
fuch a Government as is moft agreeable to 
the Publick Good, according to the Native 
Right and ‘Univerfal Cuftom of all Nati- 
ens in the World ; and te Abridge them 


of this Liberty, would be to Injure them 5. 


for take the French as a Nation, Abftraée 
from the Tyrranny and Ambition of their 
Prince, which they have been as we fay, by 
Force drawn into concur with ; they 
have done nothing to us, to juftifie our 
taking from them the Original Right of 
choofing their own Governours, 

If therefore you will Depofe the King of 
France asa Tyrant, you muft leave his Sub- 
jeGs free, to choofe what Government they 
will Ereé&t for there own Safety, and that 
may proteé them from doing, as well as 
receiving Injury. 

I cannot coubt, that this, tho’ but a bint, 
agrees with the meaning, both of Mr. Ob/er- 
vator and his Countryman too, for this is the 
great Foundation, Liberty of Mankind, 
which al] Nations have one time or other 
affum’d, and often help’d one another to 
Affume, and indeed are bound in Neigh- 
dourhood, as Branches of the General Com- 
munity of Mankind; to affift one another 


And I believe I fhall be readily agreed 
with too in this, that if the Tyrannical 
parts of the French Government, were De- 
pofed, and the People of France reftor’d to 


ments would dye at once; for People reftor’d 


to Liberty, or in general free Nations are — 


very rarely known to Invade, encroach up- 
on or Opprefs their: Neighbours. 

*Tis the Ambition of Princes, the Ava- 
rice, the Pride, and the Vices of Tyrants, 


that pufh them upon Arbitrary Invafions, — 
enlarging Dominions, and Robbing their 
Neighbours ; but Nations reftor’d to Lie 
berty, have never inthe daysof Chriftiani- 
ty in the World, made fuch Excurfions as 


thefe. 


- Thus the power of France may befecur’d 
from Injuring EUROPE, withouteitherDe- 
pofing the Perfon, or Line of their Kings 5 


depofe the Tyrant and fet the People free, 


they will be fafe Neighbours enough; fo — 


the Arbitrary Power of encroaching Ty- 
ranny, might have been reduc’d in England, 
without Depofing the late King Fames, had 
he thought fit to have born the Operation. 


I cannot but allow therefore, that pulling 


down the Tyrannick Authority’ of the 
French Government, and reftoring the Sub« 


jeéts to their loft Liberty, would bea glo- | 


rious Iffue of this War ; and the moft effe- 
ual fecurity to the Peace I {peak of, and 
this therefore is included in what I mean, 
by reducing the Exorbitanc Power of 
France. 

As for pulling down the Man, and divi- 
ding his Kingdom, I fee no need for it, 1 
fee no Advantage by it, and J forefee it 
would, fet us altogether by the Ears, to 
attempt it; for new Jealoufies, new Dif- 


putes, new Clafhings of Intereft, abeut Bare _ 


riers, Securities, and the like ; would ae 
rife, to the great Danger of that mutual 
Harmony, which is now the Life of the 


‘Confederacy. 


Tcannot but obferve, how this is con- 
firm’d bya Note; I find in one of our’ 
News-Papers, from the Hague viz. * That 
* the Duke of Marlborough had Notifi'd to 
* the States, that his Miftes the Queen of 
§ England, would not put Garrifons of her 
* own Troops into any of the Towns in 
* Flanders 5 as being content with a good 

* Barrier 
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¢ Barrier for them, which is a Barrier for 
¢ England, or to that purpofe, and be 
¢ adds; * That the Dutch are exceedingly 
€ pleas’d arid fatisfi’g with this Declaration. 
¢ Daily-Courant, Nc..1295, Implying, as J 
think se very plain; That if ‘the Alties fhould 
imagine, we defign’d to keep the Poffeffi on 
of any thing we obtain’d in Flamders as 
our own, they would be very uneafie, &.

J hope am not Arrogant in faying from 
hence, that the Jealoufie of feparate Go- 
vernments, and States, would be incompa- 
tible with a Divifion of the French Monar- 
chy- . ; 
But the freedom of the French Nation, 


-and of all Nations in the World, would be 
‘not their fafety only,but ours too $ Since Li- 


berty isa certain prefervative of Peace, and 
only fuch Nations as are Slaves to the Ty- 
ranny and Pride of others, are made ule 
of to crufh and reduce their Neighbours ; 
the Nature ef the thing concurs in it, Liber 
ty is the End of Peace, and Peace is the 


Life of Liberty. 


Thefe are pretty Speculations, and this 
a fine pleafing diverting Subjeét, a thing 
quite new in the World, that wecan talk’of 
reducing the French Power, as of a thing 
in view 3 as if a thing not fo crowded with 
Difficulties as ufual; that a Defcent upon 


_ France, now feems no fuch impraéticable 


thing asit has been, and the Confternation 
of the French, atthe Profpe& of a Storm 
impending, is very vilible trom the Il] Con- 
dition they are in to Oppofe its that the 
remote defigns of the French in Jtaly, and 
Spain, have fo weaken’d his hands, that he 
finds himfelf ftrugling with Difficulties a¢ 
home, in their Profpeé Infuperable, and 
which threaten him with fomething fatal, 
even to the being of his Government. 

If thishad been the Confequence of one 
overthrow in the Vetherlands , what, may 
we yet find him reduc’d to by the End of 
this Glorious Campaign? And whata Peace 
may we not hope for, from the Iffue of fuch 
a powerful Impreffion, asthe Confederates 
are yet likely to make before this Summer 
be over ? 

I cannot omit to add here, that there are 
Oppreffions upon Trade to be taken off 
by the Advantages of this Victory, and 
that when ever a firm and Solid ,Peace, thall - 
terminate this deftruétive War, perhaps 
-fome Doors of Commerce may be unlock’d, 
which the French have fhut up by heavy Du- 
ties and Impofitions, equally to Prohibiti- 
ons, to the Injury of our Woollen Manu- 
faéture, and which if reftor’d, may help to 
make us fome amends for the vaft Expence 
of a tedious War, and which I doubt not 
our Governours will infift upon, with more 
Succefs than at the Peace of Ry/wick.j
